We  are  proud  to  give  you  Mr.  Paul  Jones,  citizen,  teacher, 
coach,  friend.  To  him  we  dedicate  the  thirty-seventh  volume 
of  Kay  Aitch  Ess. 
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Historic  Kinston  is  a  city  of  which  we  are  proud.  The  story  goes 
back  to  William  Heritage,  who  in  1  740  came  from  New  Bern  to 
Adkin  Banks,  now  Kinston.  By  1762  the  settlement  was  well  pop- 
ulated. Richard  Caswell,  instigated  by  the  settlers,  drew  up  an  act 
authorizing  the  establishment  ot  a  town.  This  act  was  passed  in 
1762  with  Francis  AAcLewean,  Richard  Caswell,  Simon  Bright,  John 
Shine,  and  David  Gordon  as  trustees.  At  first  the  town  was  called 
Kingston  for  King  George  111.  However,  in  1784,  following  the  Rev- 
olution, an  act  was  adopted  which  dropped  the  g  and  changed 
the  name  to  Kinston.  From  that  time,  also,  Kinston  was  a  full- 
fledged  county  seat  and  began  to  make  its  importance  felt  as  a 


[commercial  center.  In  fact,  it  continued  as  the  county  seat  of  the 
new  county  Lenoir,  when,  in  1791,  Dobbs  was  abolished,  and  Le- 
tnoir  and  Glasgow  (Greene)  Counties  were  formed.  ^ 
Thus  Kinston  has  progressed  "Forward  in  Prosperity"  through  i 
the  years,  fulfilling  magnificently  the  motto  on  its  Coat  of  Arms.

Because  it  was  established  under  a 
royal  charter,  Kinston  has  been  entitled 
to  a  Coat  of  Arms  ever  since  the  city 
was  founded.  However,  nothing  was 
done  to  secure  it  until  1958.  At  that 
time  Marion  A.  Parrott  and  Meriwether 
Lewis  wrote  to  Sir  George  Bellew, 
K.C.V.O.,  Garter  Principal  King  of 
Arms,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  a  Coat  of 
Arms  for  Kinston.  On  April  14,  1960, 
a  draft  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  arrived  and 
was  approved  by  Mayor  Guy  Elliott 
and  the  City  Council. 

The  Coat  of  Arms  is  quite  beautiful, 
the  shield  containing  a  horizontal  band 
across  the  middle  with  a  crown  that 
has  the  founding  date  of  Kinston  writ- 
ten across  it.  This  important  date  is 
1762.  On  one  side  of  the  shield  is  a 
female  figure  holding  the  horn  of  plen- 
ty, symbolizing  prosperity.  On  the  oth- 
er side  is  an  American  Indian  of  the 
Neuse  tribe.  He  is  smoking  a  pipe  of 
peace.  The  motto  of  the  Coat  of  Arms 
is  "Forward  in  Prosperity,"  foretelling 
the  prosperous  future  of  Kinston,  North 
Carolina. 
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KINSTON  DURING  CIVIL  WAR 


As  the  residents  of  Kinston  emerged  into  the  middle  of  the  Nineteenth 
Century,  they  had  no  idea  they  were  entering  the  most  troubled  era  in  the 
history  of  the  town  and  surrounding  territory.  The  present  was  pleasant 
and  the  future  looked  good.  Consequently  the  people  here  had  every 
reason  for  optimism. 

Not  long  after,  Kinston,  along  with  all  the  other  Southern  towns  and 
cities,  was  involved  in  a  civil  war  fighting  against  the  North.  Although  there 
were  only  two  major  battles  fought  here,  the  destruction  was  high. 

To  keep  Kinston  from  being  captured  by  the  Yankees,  the  Confederates 
destroyed  one  of  their  gunboats,  the  "Ram  Neuse,"  sinking  it  in  the  Neuse 
River  where  it  had  been  used.  Even  today  at  low  tide  one  may  still  see 
the  hulk  of  the  sunken  ship,  battered  relic  of  a  long-past  era.

live  together  with  due  reverence  to  our  creator  ancf  to  our  fellow  citizens. 

Kinstonians  have  every  right  to  be  proud  of  our  heritage  and 
should  be  encouraged  to  make  our  City  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

To  the  Students  of  Grainger  High  School 

Appearing  on  the  front  of  the  1962-1963  Kay  A/fch  Es^  is  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  Kinston, 
awarded  to  the  city  by  the  College  of  Arms  in  London,  England.  This  is  the  first  time  in  five  hun- 
dred years  of  existence  that  the  College  of  Arms  has  made  such  a  presentation. 

The  center  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  is  the  traditional  shield  which  is  divided  horizontally  into  three 
parts,  the  center  an  embattled  ermine  "fesse"  or  band  with  a  white  background.  In  the  center  of 
this  white  band  is  an  ancient  three  pointed  gold  crown.  The  ermine  and  crown  allude  to  Kinston's 
original  name  of  Kingston.  The  embattlement  of  this  "fesse"  shows  its  civic  and  residential  char- 
acter. In  the  upper  band  of  this  shield,  on  a  red  background,  is  centered  a  gold  lion  "rampant" 
for  courage  and  fortitude.  He  stands  between  two  sprigs  of  golden  tobacco,  which  refers  to  Kin- 
ston's principal  industry.  In  the  lower  third,  on  a  gold  background,  is  a  sword  and  an  arrow  in 
red,  in  saltire  or  crossed,  reminiscent  of  the  Tuscarora  War.  The  blue  and  white  "wavy  barry"  at 
the  base  point  symbolize  the  River  Neuse  upon  which  the  Town  of  Kinston  is  situated. 

On  the  traditional  helmet  and  black  and  gold  mantling  is  the  Crest,  consisting  of  a  black  unicorn's 
head,  which  was  on  Governor  Dobbs'  Coat  of  Arms.  The  unicorn  was  holding  a  gold  sprig  of  to- 
bacco in  its  mouth.  This  black  unicorn  issues  from  a  "mural  crown,"  symbol  of  township  and 
civic  estate.  It  is  charged  with  the  important  date  1762  in  gold.  This  date  is  the  year  that  the 
original  Town  of  Kingston  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  Colonial  Assembly  and  signed  by  the 
Royal  Colonial  Governor,  Arthur  Dobbs.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  King  George  III.  Supporting  this 
"mural  crown"  and  resting  on  top  of  the  shield  is  a  black  helm  or  helmet  in  profile,  with  vizor 
closed,  signifying  that  the  civic  estate  is  of  esquires  cr  gentlemen. 

On  either  side  of  the  shield  are  the  traditional  Supporters.  On  the  dexter,  or  right,  is  a  female 
figure,  properly  dressed  in  a  silver  gown  with  a  blue  cape  holding  a  cornucopia,  representing 
prosperity.  This  figure  also  appears  on  the  Seal  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  On  the  sinister  or 
left  is  an  American  Indian,  properly  dressed,  a  brave  of  the  Neuse  Tribe,  smoking  a  "pipe  of 
peace,"  expressive  of  the  relationship  between  the  English  settlers  and  the  local  Indian  tribe. 

On  the  Base  is  the  motto  "Forward  in  Prosperity"  which  it  is  hoped  expressed  the  future. 


Meriwether  Lewis 
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FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  First  Baptist  Church,  built  in  1857,  was 
located  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Bright  and 
McLewean  Streets.  In  October,  1891,  the 
church  building  was  nnoved  to  the  northwest 
corner  of  Gordon  and  McLewean  streets.  Af- 
ter a  new  brick  church  was  constructed  in 
1900,  the  new  building  was  sold  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Negro  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
original  bell  rings  out  clearly  today  from  the 
church  tower,  summoning  people  to  worship 
at  the  present  location  of  the  church  on  the 
corner  of  Dennis  and  Thompson  streets.

This  structure  was  used  as  a  hospital  for 
Confederate  soldiers.

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KINSTON,  A  CITY  OF  PROGRESS 


Kinston  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  Coastal  Plains  of  east- 
ern North  Carolina  at  an  elevation  of  forty-seven  feet  above 
sea  level,  approxinnately  one  hundred  miles  west  of  the  At- 
lantic Ocean  and  east  of  rolling  hills  of  the  Piedmont. 

Kinston  was  established  in  1762,  nearly  ten  years  before 
the  Revolutionary  War,  under  the  name  of  Kingston.  Since 
then,  great  and  rapid  changes  have  been  made. 

The  present  day  population  of  Kinston  is  25,400.  The  people 
elected  Guy  Elliott  to  serve  as  their  mayor.  The  city  council 
is  made  up  of  prominent  men  of  our  town  who  were  elected 
by  the  people  to  serve  their  community. 

There  are  more  than  60  industries  operating  in  Kinston. 
More  than  13,000  persons  are  employed  in  Kinston's  indus- 
tries, with  an  average  weekly  payroll  of  over  $350,000.  The 
tobacco  industry  accounts  for  14  auction  warehouses  (with  a 
total  floor  space  of  1,529,628  square  feet)  and  six  stemming 
and  redrying  plants.  Serving  Kinston  are  five  sets  of  buyers, 
representing  nine  major  tobacco  companies. 

The  newest  major  industry  in  Kinston  is  the  Du  Pont  plant 
located  seven  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Highway  11.  The  Du 
Pont  plant  employs  a  total  of  2,000  people,  with  a  total  of 
thirteen  acres  of  floor  space  on  the  roof  alone. 

The  educational  plan  for  Kinston  and  Lenoir  County  is  well 
rounded  with  sixteen  public  schools,  two  parochial  schools, 
a  state  training  school,  and  a  Baptist  orphanage. 

There  are  five  highways  converging  on  Kinston;  two  rail- 
roads and  twelve  motor  lines  provide  freight  service.  Passenger 
service  is  available  by  plane  or  bus. 

Two  newspapers,  a  daily  and  a  weekly,  serve  Kinston.  Also 
there  are  three  radio  stations  in  operation  locally,  covering  all 
major  networks. 

There  are  two  modern  hospitals  with  a  total  bed  capacity 
of  175.  These  facilities  provide  ample  space  for  those  who 
need  medical  attention. 

Kinston  has  a  total  of  45  churches,  of  which  42  are  Protes- 
tant, 2  are  Roman  Catholic,  and  one  Hebrew. 

Municipal  plants  and  private  sources  provide  the  city  with 
electric  power  and  water  supply  (from  deep  artesian  wells). 
Gas  is  supplied  by  the  Kinston  Gas  Company. 

As  anyone  can  see,  Kinston  is  truly  a  city  of  progress  in 
every  respect. 
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Your  city  has  its  memories  and  mysteries,  its  pleasant  years  and  its 
days  of  disaster.  One  of  those  pleasant  days  was  in  the  spring  of  1763. 
The  place  had  just  had  its  name  changed  from  Atkin's  Bank  to  Kingston,  but 
it  was  not  yet  really  a  town.  The  150  acres  were  partly  plantation  farm- 
land and  partly  primeval  forest,  bordered  by  bramble  briars  and  broom 
sedge.  In  the  northwest  corner  of  the  field,  near  the  spot  where  Heritage 
Street  and  Blount  Street  would  cross,  an  ancient  Spanish  oak,  called  the 
Liveoak,  towered  above  a  small  house  of  worship  called  St.  Matthew's 
Chapel.  Some  200  yards  to  the  south,  a  tobacco  warehouse  stood,  a  busy 
wharf  jutting  out  from  it  into  the  river's  edge.  A  considerable  crowd  of 
men,  women,  and  children  were  milling  aimlessly  around,  engaged  in 
friendly  greeting  and  amiable  chatter.  Others  were  arriving.  Major  Croom, 
a  wealthy  planter  lately  migrated  down  from  Virginia,  made  a  spectacular 
arrival  with  his  lady  in  a  rather  ornate  riding  chair  borne  on  the  shoulders 
of  four  stout  Guinea  Negroes. 

Conspicuous  in  the  throng  was  dignified  old  Mr.  William  Herritage,  a 
wicker  basket  in  one  hand  and  a  long  parchment  roll  in  the  other.  One 
noted,  also,  his  dainty,  diminutive  daughter,  Mrs.  Sarah  Caswell,  and  her 
tall  husband,  Richard.  Mr.  David  Gordon,  Attorney,  late  barrister  of  the 
Court  of  King's  Bench  in  London,  but  more  recently  appointed  one  of  the 
city  fathers  of  Kingston,  had  brought  his  family  up  from  New  Bern.  He 
passed  out  copies  of  the  GAZETTE,  North  Carolina's  leading  and  only 
newspaper. 


The  smell  of  barbecue  cooking  over  hickory  coals  gave  the  atmosphere 
the  final  proof  that  this  was  indeed  a  festive  occasion.  It  was  "the  day  of 
drawing  lots,"  as  the  GAZETTE  advertised.  In  Mr.  Herritage's  wicker  basket 
were  carefully  numbered  paper  squares,  each  representing  a  particular 
one-half  acre  as  the  same  tract  appeared  numbered  on  the  plat  of  the 
town  which  Mr.  Herritage  had  mapped  on  his  parchment  roll.  The  purchas- 
ers would  get  their  lots  by  a  game  of  blind  chance. 

George  Koonce  and  George  Kornegay  could  remember  this  Kingston 
area  when  the  wild  Indians  held  it.  Each  of  them  had  been  the  sole  sur- 
vivor when  his  family  had  been  massacred  by  the  Tuscarora  Indians  in 
1711.  The  Indian  Village  of  Coerntha  had  stood  on  the  very  site  of  this 
Kinston.  Baron  de  Graffenreid  had  been  held  prisoner  here.  The  young 
boys  listening  to  the  tales  of  the  Indian  War  could  not  know  that  they 
would  live  through  times  equally  stirring  and  dangerous.  The  Dobbs  County 
Regiment  was  yet  to  go  to  the  battles  of  Alamance  and  Moore's  Creek 
Bridge.  It  was  yet  to  send  its  quotas  to  the  Continental  Army  of  the  Rev- 
olution. Nor  could  they  on  the  "day  of  drawing  the  lots"  imagine  the 
happier  future  time  in  the  autumn  of  1781  when  word  would  come  of 
the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown  or  the  "long  party"  at  Newington- 
on-the-Hill,  lasting  several  weeks,  to  which  Governor  Richard  Caswell  in- 
vited all  veterans  of  the  Revolution  who  came  home  from  the  war  to  or 
by  way  of  Kingston. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  memories  of  the  city,  brief  glimpses  of  the 
historic  heritage  of  your  old  hometown.
